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URBAN TRANSPORTATION PLANNING 


In accordance with the Federal Aid Highway Act of 1962, it 

is necessary for the Highway Departments to institute continuing, 
coordinated, and comprehensive transportation planning in all 
urban areas of the State. The major studies under the aegis 

of the Tri-State Transportation Committee and the Penn-Jersey 
study will handle the bulk of this work. However, since 
Atlantic City is the focus of an urban area involving all of 
Atlantic County, it will be necessary to institute a similar 


study there. 


During the month, preliminary meetings were held with local

A similar study will be required in the Salem County-Delaware 


area and preliminary work is now under way. 


CONSTRUCTION METHODS 


A method not heretofore used in New Jersey will be utilized to 


stabilize the foundations of the interchange of Interstate Route 80, 


Interstate Route 280 and Route 16 in the Parsippany-Troy Hills area. 


This area lies in what was the glacial Lake Passaic'in the geologic 


past. The subsurface soil consists of silt and clay to varying 
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CONSTRUCTION METHODS, cont'd. 


depths with a relatively thin cover of organic silts and peat 
evident in some locations. In the past several thousand years, 
this deposit has been compressed to a density of approximately 


two tons per square foot. 


As a result of this particular condition, the use of sand drains 
normally utilized to expedite stabilization of the foundation is 

not economically justified. A solid core embankment will be con- 
structed through the main interchange area and allowed to consolidate 
the subsoil for a year prior to the building of abutments and piers 
for structures. The structures over the existing Route 6 will 

be mounted on piles, due to the need for keeping traffic open 


on this highway. 
CONSTRUCTION RESEARCH 


The Highway Department is continually experimenting with the use 
of new materials in its various construction projects. At periodic 
intervals, condition surveys are taken to determine whether the 


desired results have been obtained. 


During the past month a survey of a bituminous resurfacing project 

on Route 20 in which fiberglass was incorporated instead of the 

usual steel wire or extruded steel mesh, disclosed that the fiberglass 
had doubtful or little ability to prevent reflection cracking of 


the riding surface.

On the other hand, a survey of an experimental installation of 
"homasote" a paper board product, as a joint filler on Interstate 
Route 80, indicated that this material was in very good condition 
after a year of service and would appear to be a satisfactory 


alternate to our presently specified joint filler. 


MUNICIPAL ATID 


Throughout the State, 18 improvement projects involving state 
aid were under construction during the month as was weather 


permitted. 


Another 71 projects which have been approved are awaiting 

better weather for a start or a resumption of construction. 

Only 4 municipal improvement projects were complete during the 
month. As is normal during this time of the year, municipal forces 
have been busy patching roads, cleaning drainage facilities, and 


repairing road maintenance equipment. 
ANNUAL TRAFFIC SAFETY INVENTORY 


As part of its responsibility for the safe movement of people 
and goods, the Highway Department's Bureau of Planning and 
Traffic inventories its activities each year and files a report 
with the National Safety Council. The inventory for calendar 1963 
reveals the following:

engineering functions. They spent 90 per cent of their 
time on traffic engineering administration, surveys and 
planning studies, and 10 per cent of their time on other 


related activities. 


There are 8 individuals in the Electrical Bureau 
regularly assigned to traffic mgineering functions. 
They spent 5 per cent of their time on administration 
surveys and planning studies and 95 per cent of their 
time on installation and maintenance of signs, signals 


and markings. 


There are 70 individuals in the Bureau of Maintenance 
regularly assigned to traffic engineering functions who 
spent all of their time on installation and maintenance 


of signs, signals and markings. 


A total of $819,447.36 was spent during the year on 
the signal program; $533,934.02 spent on the sign 


program; and $191,983.68 spent on the pavement marking 


program.

The inventory revealed that 290 man days were devoted 


to studies of high accident highways and intersections;

and 1,923 man days to manual traffic volume counts.

INFORMATION CENTER 


An experimental effort to acquaint the public with the details 

of a construction project at its inception was successfully 
accomplished in Parsippany-Troy Hills Township on February lh.

delineators erected, and 5% of them were replaced due to vandalism.

New Jersey State Highway Department amually receives applications from 
municipalities interested in constructing or reconstructing portions or 
their road and street systems. Allocations to each municipality requesting 
aid in this category are then reviewed with an eye to their relative needs 
Through this fund a total of $100,000 is available annually to municipalities 


within each county. 


The amount set aside for each municipality represents the State's 90% share 
in the total cost of the anproved municipal project. Subsequent construction 
plans are reviewed by the State Highway Department which also provides 


inspection of materials and inspection of actual construction works

RELEASE TUESDAY P.M.'s 


Trenton, March 10 ~ The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced 
adoption of the alignmentfor the Route lO Freeway in Woodbridge and Perth Amboy 


utilizing a modification of the line presented at a public hearing last Auguste 


Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer said that in deference to earnest expressions 

of opinion from local officials the line presented at the public hearing is being 
shifted so as to avoid the new residences constructed in Columbus Park, a sub- 
division of Perth Amboy. In further recognition of requests presented at the 
hearing and the many private meetings with officials of the county and munici- 
palities, the Commissioner said, the right of way for the depressed freeway 
would be narrowed wherever appropriate by use of wall construction rather than 


slope. This will naturally reduce the number of properties to be acquired. 


The Route lO Freeway will extend approximately five miles from the intersection 
of Route 287 with the New Jersey Turndike in udison Towmship to the Outerbridge 
Crossing at an estimated cost of ‘20 millions It is expected to carry a heavy 
volume of traffic coming across Staten Island from the new Narrows Bridge, due 


for completion at the end of this years 


The general alignment recommended by the State Highway Department to the Bureau 
of Public Roads is the result of intensive studies extending over the past eight 
years. During that period, the Highway Department and its consultants have con-

means of negotiating the sale.

New Jersey is in the middle of the greatest highway construction program of 
its history. 

Any plan of this magnitude presents many problems, not the least of which is 
financial. The money angle is difficult enough, but the job that, at times, seems 
insurmountable, is that of acquiring the right of way lands. 

Because New Jersey is so highly urbanized, the State Highway Department finds 
it impossible to lay out a roadway without affecting a relatively large number 
of individually owned properties. And although the steps to be taken to secure 


right of way are spelled out by Legislation, there is much more than just the law 


to be considered. Agreements, the Department feels, should be worked out on a 
person to person basis. 

As the result, anyone whose property will be affected by a proposed new road 
is notified by registered mail as soon as the Department has a good idea of what 
its land requirements will be, and later visited in person by trained appraisers 
and negotiators who will explain each step of the procedure. 

The main objective is to reach amicable basis for buying the property, but 
there are times when condemnation proceedings must be instituted. This is legal 
action to protect the private citizen by placing the burden of proof on the 
Highway Department. 

It is worth noting that less than five percent of right of way acquisition 
cases go to condemnation court. Most of these are required because of legal 
technicalities that have nothing to do with the Department's ability to achieve

Funds for purchasing the land and constructing the highway, amounting to $7 
million was allocated in this year's construction program, The new project is 
the latest in a series undertaken to provide a non-stop superhighway from the 


Delaware Memorial Bridge to the Trenton area. 


South of Route 73, Route 295 is open and carrying traffic nearly 23 miles south 
ward around the Camden area to Bridgeport.
